Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 21-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Determining vision correcting data from at least one signal indicating the modified 

optical characteristics of the adaptive optical system as claimed is not taught nor 

suggested by the prior art of record.
